LATER  SUPPLIES  (Generally) 

The  North  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  naans 

water  supplies  in  the  district.  An  extension  to  the  existing  mains  supply  from 

Eyre  into  Bockleton  parish  was  proposed  by  the  Board  in  the  early  part  of  the 

year.  This  was  welcomed  by  the  Council  as  the  existing  water  sources  at 

Bockleton  teve  become  troublesome  because  of  intermittent  contamination  and

Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspection, 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  this  district. 

The  majority  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  were  at  the 
slaughterhouse  at  The  Homs,  Tenbury  and  the  greater  proportion  of 
the  output  from  these  premises  was  exported  outside  the  district 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  assistance  in  meat  inspection 
was  provided  by  the  local  Veterinary  Surgeons  in  private  practice. 

In  July  an  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  was  appointed.  Approximately  11 
tons  of  meat  aid  offal  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  were  consequently  rejected.
